Women Workers In France. 

Official reports of the French gov- 
ernment on sociological matters are 
always very late, but whether they 
have any bearing on the question of 
France’s dwindling population or not 
these reports, as they relate to the 
industrial work of women from 186 
to 1896, are still interesting. In 1866 
there were 4,642,000 women workers 
in the republic, and in 1896, 6,382,000. 
In commerce 296,000 women were em 
ployed in 1896, as against 158,000 in 
1866, or one woman to two men. The 
increasing number of women em- 
ployed in the post, banking, carrier 
trade and transport business is siill 
more striking, being from 15,000 in 
1866 to 164,000 in.1896, whilst in sev- 
eral independent callings the num- 
bers have increased nearly fourfold. 
lt appears, too, that the trades and, 
industries from which women are ex- 





cluded are declining.—Detroit Free

TWO THOUSAND DELEGATES PRESENT- 


Farmers and Laborers, Landlords 
and Priests, Rubbed Elbows tm 
the Rotunda of the Mansion 
Mouse, While Many Well Dressed 
Women Filled the Galleries. 


Dublin, April 17.—The national con- 
vention called by the United Irish 
league met Thursday in the historic 
vound room of the Mansion house. 
About 2,000 delegates assembled in the 
crowded rotunda, which was inca- 
oable of holding all who had come 
irom every part of Ireland te discuss 
the Irish land bill. On the platform 
sat almost every nationalist member 
ot parliament, with a scattering of 
prelates. In the body of the rotunda 
was a gathering seldom equalled in 
epresentative capacity. Farmers from 
Clare, in top boots; laborers from 
Dublin county, landlords from Cork, 
ind priests from all parts, the latter’s 
cmber clothing and tall hats con- 
trasting pleasantly with the bright 
homespun apparel of the majority. It 
was essentially a convention of the 
soil, though a lighter touch was giv- 

n by the presence of the well-dressed 
vomen who filled the galleries, 

Early in the morning Lord Dun- 
aven, who is simultaneously presid- 
ng at a private meeting of the land- 
ords’ committee, sent word to John 
tedmond, the Irish leader, suggesting 
hat the land conference reconvene 
Saturday after the opinion of the na- 
tional convention on the land bill is 
nown, so that both landlords and 
enants may then discuss their mu- 

al objections. 


LAND BILI INDORSED’ 


{t ts Acvepted In Principle by » Uoant- 
mous Vote. 


Dublin, April 17—By a unanimous 
vote the Irish National convention 
which met here Thursday, accepted in 
srineiple the Irish land bill intro- 
luced in the house of commons by 
Mr. Wyndham, chief secretary for 
ireland, and entrusted to John Red- 
nond and his party the task of secur- 
ng in the house of commons amend- 
ments which the national conventioi. 
nay consider essential. 

Proceedings at the convention re- 
ealed discontent with various feat- 
ures of the bill, but nothing so seri- 
yas as to indicate a danger of its 
ultimate rejection. Even Michael 
Davitt, who had gn opportunity of di- 

iding the delegates into two bitter- 
\y-opposed camps, and who, amidst 
iramatic excitement subordinated his 
own views, pledged himself to abide 
by the verdict. John Redmond and 
William O’Brien triumphed over all 
»bjections; indeed, the objectors, save 
Michael Davitt, were scarcely given 
a hearing by the delegates. 
Irish Wit Displayed. 

Every available seat in the round 
oom of the Mansion house was taken 
ly the delegates, who surged up the 
isles in a solid mass and overflowed 
the surrounding rooms. For six 
hours without a break the delegates 
sat or stood listening to the speeches 
of their leaders, spiritual and polit- 
ical. Not for many.a day has such @ 
representative gathering becn seen in 
Dublin, Irish wit and eloquence lived 
up to its reputation. Speaker after 
speaker brought the audience to that 
»itch of enthusiasm where hats were 
hrown up and men stood upon the 
chairs yelling with delight. When a 
platform speaker failed to please. 
comments from the audience supplied 
an impetus to the motions. The erowd 
was irrepressible. Old men, white 
haired relics of the land league, 

ung farmers, rising factors in the 

‘ited Irish league, fresh from the 
jelds of Connaught and Munster; 
county councilors, priests, young and 
old, rose constantly from their seats 
to hurl some interjection of approval 
or otherwise at the speaker. 

Speakers Madly Cheered.
